_ The opening address of the 166th 
.. session of the Royal Society of 
Arts was delivered by Sir Henry 

“Treman Wood, vice-president 
and chairman of the council, on 
“Science and Industry.” 

At the outset Sir Henry pointed 

_ out that we were very apt to 

consider present conditions as 

., unpre o dented, but humanity had 

had evil experiences before. 
The recovery of Engish trade 
after the Pcace cf Paris in 1763 
chad its Jessons for us now, It 
was ‘“certainjy rot true_ that 
_ Science. was ignored by British 
manufacturers. In certain’ 
trades—two, for instance, of 
the. most important of all, the 
iron and steel manufacture anc 
the great alkali trade, with all its 
tamifications—scientific research 
was used" to the full, while in 
numerous others it was gradually 
becoming more and mere Im- 
portant. But our advance Was 
much too slow. Our = man- 
ufacturers, were too reluctant to 
adopt new methods and to aband- 
on old plant. They hesitated to 
» pay enough to secure the services 
of highly-trained cxpcris. They 
were reluctant to risk capital in 
costly researches which might 
“prove unsuccessful. They never 
dared to establish great labora- 
tories, with highly paid experts 
in charge, for -investigations 

_ which might prove unprofitable. 

-The result was that they were 
surpassed, often superseded, by 
their rivals in Germany and 
America, who did all those things, 
and their business was quickly 
- drawn away, and passed into 
their rivals’ hands. 
They had had, however, a ride 


awakening. The process seemed [ 


to have been effective, for they 
had certainly realized their 
position. So far ay the’ applica- 
tion of acience was concerned the 
nation was thoroughly aroused. 
Jt was not only, the great in- 
dustries that required scientific 
help. Many of oursmaller trades 
wanted it just as much and were 
less able to get it.

OS FACTORY? 

INSTITUTE AS GUIDE TO 
1,000 ‘TONGUES. 


The Senate of the University of 
London “have approved of a big 
scheme for the buildiag of an 
Institute of Phonetics (or 


langvage science), and the Daily’ 


Chronicle understands that acom- 
mittee has been appointed - to 
carry out the project, which is like- 
ly to cost ndt far short of half ao 
million pounds. 

The idea as originally put fer- 
ward was to have a building to 
cost £120,CC0, where 70 assistants 
would be engaged in research 
work upon the 1,(C0 languages of 
the British Empire. 

“This language factory for the 
British Empire,” said the bead of 
the phonetics department, “is a 
matter of first-rate importance to 
the commercial world, and there 
are certain details which have to 
bo kept secret for fear the Ger- 
man professors should use them 
for thea institute which they 
already possess. 7 

“For it is an illustration ofour 
pre-war lack of vision that rot” 
only-had the French an institute. 
but the Germans were busy send- 
ing out missionaries from their 
own research department at 
Hanbarg, whilst we, whese Em- 
pire was five times. as large as 
theirs, then had no institute of 
phonetics at all. " 

“There are 100 languages in 
Assam, 100 in Burmah, alone, 
and when ell the lanuages of 
India and Africa have been 
analysed, we shall be able to give 
the commercial trader a system 
whereby he will be able to 
converse with the natives without 
the use of the often costly and 
unsatisfactory interpreter. 

“The Germans set up their 
Institute of Phonetics 10 years 
ago at Hamburg. They realised 
commercial advantages and start- 
ed on their own colonies. In fact, 
they also set to work on ours, £0 
that a German trader could beat 
the. English trader easily on 
native talk. 

“For years the 
of - the Shilluks on the 
Upper Nile could not be 
learnt by the English, and even- 
tuaily appeal had to be made toa 
German professor, who came out 
from the institute with his in- 
struments and got it analysed, 
The ‘Bassutes are another race 
whose language has been done 
very well by the Germans, but it

When a language quite un- 
translated is spoken- into the 
kymograph by a native the voice 
vitraions move a needle, which 
writes the language down on & 
revolving drum upon smoke 
paper, ‘he continuous curves 
thus drawn can then be translat- 
ed into phonetic English, and 
step by step can ultimately be 
produced in book from. 

Another way of getting the 
exact pronunication is to take a 
photograph by X-rays of the per- 
son's head as he is speaking, and 
so accurately determine the 
pelate formation, while also in 
use are chalk-covered moulds to 
show where the tongue strikes 
when reproducing odd sounds.

PREMIUM BONDS.

“LEGALISING A. LUT- 
TERY." , 


The recent protest of the Free 
Churches against. the Govern- 
ment's proposal to issue Premium 
Bonds has been followed by a 
letter of protest to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer by the Arch- 
hishop of Canterbury. The 
Primate writes, 


“I was closely concerned in the 
discussions which took place two 
years ago, when the Select Com- 
nmiittee of the House of Commons 
was appointed, and evidence was 
taken from representative men of 
many different professions and 
groups. I am now receiving a 
large number of communications, 
verbal and written, from men of 
all sorts, and I am struck by the 
marked difference which these 
two yeats have brought about in 
the attitude of thoughtful people 
so far as Tam able to test it. 

“So intense is now the feeling 
which many wise thinkers and 
obververs entertain upon the 
subject’ that I should regard a 
decision of the House of Com- 
mons in favour of Premium 
Bonds as a veritable’ misfortune. 
Iwas myself opposed two years 
ago to the issue of such bonds. 
But I had not then ‘be'ore me‘the 
ample material which is now in 
our hands. The consideration of 
it has greatly strengthened the 
opinion I then held. : . 

“Ido not wish to take a pre- 


judiced view of what is undoubt- 


edly a difficult subject, The 
whole question of the ethics of 
zamlbling is @ complex one and I 
shrink from deseribing the action 
of those wko might thus invest 
money as being cthically wrong. 
I do not attempt to draw a cloar 
line of distinction between grades 
of speculative investment, but 
some things seem to me plain. It 
is cot difficult to note and describe 
the danger attaching to a delibe- 
tate Parliamentary enactment re- 
versing previous policy by legalis- 
ing on an immense scale what is 
in its essence a lottery system 
which has for a hundred years 
been admittedly illegal. . 
“Everyone who is now working 
for the social welfare of young 
men and women, every minister 
of religion who is grappling with 
the problems and temptations of 
Engligh ‘life to-day, admits the 
mischievous influence ‘of 
gambling “spirit among 
thoughtless of both cexes. An 
Act of Parliament legalising this 
form of speculation must tend 
harmfully in the direction we wish 
to avoid. I ear.

Returns compiled by Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping show that 
there were 781 merchant vessels 
of 2,816,773 tons under con- 
struction in the United Kingdom 
at the close of the quarter ended 
September, This, showed the 
arge increase of 293,000 tons as 
compared with the June quarter, 
and was’ over 1,070,000 tons 
more than the work. .,/ in 
hand tweive months ago. The 
largest increase took place on 
the Clyde, where there wera 
992.298 tons under construction. 
Vessels commenced during th 
quarter ending September re- 
presented about 714,000 tons, and 
included many of large size, 
There were then building 151 
veasels of 6,000 tons and upwards, 
28 compared with 129 at the end 
of June. The vessels of 10,000 
tons and upwards amounted 
to 42. The output during this 
quarter, however, showed a 
decrease of about 112,000 
tons as compared with that 
of the previous quarter.

Dr. Arthur Keith, F.RS., 
Curator ‘of the Royal College of 
Surgeons’ Museum, delivered the 
Boyle Lecture before the Junior

of race and nationality were due 
tothe struggle between inherited 
tribal instincts and the conditions 
of existing civilization. We had 
broken up, or were attempting 
to break up, Nature's ancient 
tribal machinery;and were strirv- 
ing ‘to replace her designs by 
others evolved in the minds of 
modern statesmen and politicians. 

The United States showed one 
of the most acute of the struggies 
which arise wherever races or 
nationalities came into close 
contact, Within the frontier of 
the States was massed a popula- 
tion of 110 millions.
